Our Hardiness Zone Map, adapted from information compiled by Arnold Arboretum and 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, is the best means of indicating areas where any shrub or 
evergreen we list can be expected to thrive. From the map, find your own hardiness zone. Then 
note the zone designations after each variety listed. If the zones designated include your own, 
you can expect the variety to suit your climate. 


Sometimes plants may be successfully grown outside their normal zone, particularly if given 
extra protection. For example, Magnolia grandiflora is a zone 6 plant but here at Elsberry, 
(near the northern edge of zone 5) we have been growing a northern strain successfully for 


several years. You should be wary of taking plants outside their designated zones, however, 
unless you are willing to experiment. 


Of course, growth of our plants is controlled by factors other than minimum temperatures 
on which this zone map is based. Ordinary good growing conditions are needed to make ane 
plant thrive. Plants having protection against sweeping winds are generally favored, particular- 
ly during the establishment period. Well drained soil (more vital than soil fertility) is im- 
portant to almost any woody plant, as roots must breath as well as tops. Mulching is always 
beneficial. These and other growth factors are mentioned in our plant discriptions where they 
are particularly important and are covered in greater detail in our planting instructions that 
accompany each shipment.
